G.S.R. 263(E).—^In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of Rule 44 of the Indian Foreign Service (Pay, 
Leave, Compensatory Allowances and-jodicr Conditions of Service) Rules, 1961, the Central cijyeniment hereby make the 
following rules further to amend the Indian Foreign Service (Pay, Leave, Compensatory Allowances odior Conditions of 
Service) Rules, 1961, namely: 

1. (1) These rules may be called the h^dian Foreign Seryic^ (Pay, Leave, Compensatory Allowances and other 
Conditions of Service) Amendment Rules, 1998. 

(2) This Amendment shall come into effect from the date of publication of Notification. 

2. In the Indian Foreign Service (Pay, Leave, Comp^satory Allowances and other Conditions of Service) Rules, 

1961: 

In Cht^Jter XI, Rule 36 (1) “A member of die Service shall retire at die age of 58 years” shall be substituted, namely:— 
“A member of the Service shall retire on the afternoon of the last day of the month in which he/she attains the age of 60 

years: 

Provided diat a Government servant whose date of birth is the first of a month shall retire from service on the afternoon 
of the last day of the preceding month on attaining the age of Sixty years, and 

Provided further that those officers who are on extension in the Service on the date of issue of this notification shall 
retire in accordance with the earlier Rule.” 


EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

This amendment is issued in accordance with the Amendment issued by the Department of Personnel & Training, 
Ministry of Personnel, Public Grievances & Pension, to the FR 56 vide Gazette Notification No. 25012/2/97-Estt (A) dated 13tii 
May, 1998 after the acceptance of the recommendation of the Fifth Central Pay Commission by the Government to enhance the 
retirement age to 60 years.
